Vacation to A Cemetery

Our vacation didn’t intentionally start out to be a visit to 
a cemetery. Actually, we went to Toppenish, Washington, 
near Yakima, to visit some dear friends who once lived in 
Watsonville. My husband and three of our children had 
vacationed there several years before and loved it. This 
time I was determined to go, and I must say, it was the 
greatest vacation I could ever have imagined! 

The traveling was really comfortable and quite scenic 
from California through Oregon and into Washington 
state. Not only were the roads good, but the traffic was 
not congested and racing as on a speedway. We started 
our trek on Saturday morning, July 1st, and traveled as 
far as Shasta, California, where we were lucky enough to 
have made reservations a week before at the Tree Top Inn, 
a Best Western Motel. When I say we were lucky, I do 
mean exactly that. It seems that due to the Fourth of July 
Festivities in so many surrounding areas, there were no 
rooms to be had at any of the motels. People were really 
celebrating the 4th in northern California, Oregon, and 
Washington state. 

As a matter of fact, right across from our motel, we saw 
some of the celebrating with log sawing, ax tossing and 
various other events going on at the same time. Shasta 
was a lumbering town at one time with a mill and much 
of the population depended on it for employment. With 
the logging business closed down, much of the population 
has had to look elsewhere for jobs and homes.

We left Shasta on Sunday morning and arrived in Top¬ 
penish that evening where we were delightfully greeted 
by our hosts, Fred and DeeDee (Ardaiz) Diaz and their 
two sons, a nephew and some other friends. What a 
reception! Dinner was on the table and the tantalizing 
aromas were straining to reach the great outdoors and 
tempting us to leave the unpacking for later. As we always 
say in Yaco, “Good friends, good food and what more 
could anyone wish for.” Needless to say, we did our 
unloading of luggage much later in the evening. 

The five grand and marvelous days that we were to spend 
with our friends were not going to be long enough. Fred 
and DeeDee gave us the grand tour of Toppenish, Yakima, 
Cle Elum, and Roslyn, Washington. We attended an In¬ 
dian Powwow and Rodeo and Carnival in Toppenish, and 
it was great seeing the traditions of the Indian tribes being 
carried on by their younger generations. We saw a 
grandmother, her daughter and her daughter as well, 
leading a procession around the grounds. While they were 
parading around, young girls and boys, as well as older 
people of the tribes, would come up to them and shake 
and kiss their hands as a sign of respect. The grandmother 
had made her grand-daughter’s beautiful white suede 


outfit with all of the intricate beading, especially for the 
girl while she served as Indian Princess representing the 
Indians of that area. 

We visited Yakima and Cle Elum, about an hour’s drive 
north of Yakima. Cle Elum was in fact celebrating its 
100th birthday and how to describe such a lovely sight 
that seems to come right out of a long ago picture book is 
not easy. Our first stop was at the Cle Elum Bakery where 
it is said that no one who comes into Cle Elum is able to 
pass and not go in. What a delight! The sights and smells 
were overwhelming, and the cheery greeting of the 
“ladies in waiting” made you feel more than welcome! 

After purchasing our provisions for the day (Ha! They 
certainly would not last the day!), we drove on three miles 
further north to Roslyn. This quaint little town reminded 
me of the old Virginia City, Nevada, of almost 30 years 
ago. It had the antiquated buildings with the weathered 
and worn look to the outsides and seemed to be a village 
rather than a town though there were many houses scat¬ 
tered throughout the lush green forested hillsides. There 
was a short “Main Street” which was actually South 1st 
Street that led us into this previous coal mining town.

Ron Hill was the chief coordinator and head cook for the 
September 3rd chicken and macaroni dinner, A month 
before the dinner, Ron started to work plans out in his 
head.

- Zarko and Nevenka Radich, along with their 
three sons Sasha, Mish, and Bryan, arrive and begin 
setting up tables and chairs to seat 150. 

10:30 a.m. - Nick helps set up some chairs. The chefs are 
kept busy doing lots of little things, but they are kept 
entertained by a variety of stories from Ed. 

10:45 a.m. - Steve begins rinsing 124 pounds of chicken. 


11:10 a.m. - Zarko, Nevenka, and the kids have finished 
setting up the tables and chairs and putting on tablecloths. 

11:15 a.m. - Lena and Ed make salad dressing. 

11:20 a.m. - Steve is still rinsing chicken. 

11:30 a.m. - Ron, Lena, and Ed start cutting tomatoes and 
cucumbers for the salad. They did the onions earlier, and 
luckily the lettuce comes in a big bag already washed and 
chopped. 

11:55 a.m. - Salad prepping is finished. 

Noon - Break time. Steve still has 15 pounds of chicken 
to wash and trim. The crew sits down and relaxes for 
awhile. Some of the talk is about how other organizations 
do their dinners. 

12:15 p.m. - Steve goes back to the chicken. Lena goes 
back to her sauce. And Ron, Ed, and Cecil start the 
charcoal. 

12:30 p.m. - Cecil and Nick figure out the double circuit 
breaker switch to start the exhaust fan over the bar-b-que. 

12:30 p.m. - Steve finishes rinsing the chicken. 

12:35 p.m. - Lena starts washing pots, knives, colanders, 
and utensils. 

12:45 p.m. - Things quiet down and Nick leaves. Lena 
goes home from 1:00-2:00. 

1:30 p.m. - Ed and Ron start barbequing the chicken. 

2:30 p.m. - Ann Cemokus comes in to decorate. 

3:00 p.m. - Ed, Ron, and Steve are still barbequing 
chicken. 

4:45 p.m. - Ron sets up the microphones. Martin Santich 
arrives and sets up. 

5:00 p.m. - Lena boils 20 pounds of macaroni. 

5:10 p.m. - Ed finishes barbequing chicken. 

5:15 p.m. - Andy Guleimovich and John Biskup set up 
the bar with beer, wine, and soda. 

5:20 p.m. - Martin starts playing mood music. 

5:30 p.m. - Babe Hill arrives and sets up the door to sell 
dinner tickets. 

5:45 p.m. - People start arriving. 

6:00 p.m. - Ella Korach and Naida Nicholas load plates 
with desserts brought by many people, including Slavica 
Zalac, Luce Selak, Stella Lucich, Anna Bakich, Gizella 
Alaga, Marcia Kohl, Luce Basor, Ann Adams, and Mar- 
joree Secondo. 
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6:40 p.m. - People are still coming in, the chicken is 
ready, and Lena starts mixing the sauce into the macaroni. 

6:50 p.m. - The serving tables are moved into a belter 
position and the rolls and butter are set out. 

7:00 p.m. - The salad, macaroni, and chicken are set out 
and Ron goes to the microphone to announce dinner. 

7:01 p.m. - Franny Colendich and her daughter, Kate, 
begin serving with relief help from Ron and Lena. 

7:20 p.m. - Things quiet down with most people busy 
eating. 

7:22 p.m. - The last people in line get served. 

8:00 p.m. - Judy Biskup announces more raffle ticket 
sales. 

8:02 p.m. - Martin Santich begins playing more music. 

8:05 p.m. - Ed and Lena are back in the kitchen washing 
pots and pans and cleaning up. 

8:12 pjn. - Lots of people have fun dancing the chicken 
dance. 

8:15 p.m. - Ron runs around showing Cecil what can start 
getting packed. 

8:25 p.m. - Cecil loads up some things while Ron helps 
Babe count the dinner money and write checks covering 
dinner expenses. 

8:40 p.m. - Judy Biskup counts the raffle money. 

8:55 p.m. - Steve Zalac starts the raffle. 


9:17 p.m. - Martin Santich plays more music as clean up 
gets under way. 

9:40 p.m. - Things are pretty much cleaned up due to a 
coordinated effort by a dozen volunteers headed by the 
cook crew. 

9:50 p.m. - Even the cooks are finally on their way home. 

10:00 p.m. - Ron starts thinking about who he can get to 
help for the Christmas dinner._ 

zito Recipes 

Wheat (whole grain) Walnuts (chopped) 

Sugar (granulated) Sugar (powdered) 

Almonds 

Provide best quality of wheat grain. Cook well until it is 
ready, but not over cooked. Outside shell of the wheat 
should not be cracked. Separate wheat from the water. 
Spread the wheat over a paper towel to absorb the remain¬ 
ing moisture on the wheat. Grind the wheat in a meat 
grinder and mix the ground wheat with the ground wal¬ 
nuts in the proportion of Vi wheat and l A walnuts. During 
the mixing process add some granulated sugar—not too 
sweet. If you have added too much sugar, add some more 
walnuts. When ready, place the Zito on a glass plate or 
porcelain container. Shape this mixture into a small loaf 
the size of a small loaf of bread. Place the almonds on top 
of the loaf in the shape of a cross. Place the loaf under 
refrigeration until serving time. Just before serving, place 
some powdered sugar over the top of the loaf.

JULIJE KLOVIC 


BY KATARINA ADANJA 



I n 1561, GiutioClovio{Julije Klovid) 
returned to Rome to work for the 
Famese family, maintaining close 
friendships with Michelangelo, Vasari, 
Bruegel and Vittorio Colonna. After meeting 
El Greco, he wrote to Cardinal Farnese: 

"... a youngman, a pupil of Titian's, who 
seems to me to have an unusual talent for 
painting, has come to Rome from Candia. 
Among other works, he has done a self- 
portrait which has aroused the admiration 
of all painters in Rome. I should like to 
keep him in te shadow of Your Grace.. 

His association with El Greco became 
steadily closer and the painter did a 
portrait of Clovio, holding the manuscript 
Uffizio Virginis, which is now in the Naples 
Art Gallery. He also included a portrait of 
Clovio in his composition Christ Expelling 
the Merchants from the Temple (Institute of 
Arts, Minneapolis, USA). 

Giulio Clovio lived surrounded by fame 
and honours over 400 years ago. He won 
renown as a book illuminator and was 
called the Michelangelo of the miniature. 
After his death, however, he was quickly 
and unjustly forgotten, and a long time had 
to pass before his work, most of it 
treasured in libraries, museums and various 
other collections, was rediscovered and 
studied. 

Born at Grizane in Dalmatia in 1498, he 
was baptized Juraj (George) but is known 
to history as Julije Klovid and Giulio Clovio. 
He is also mentioned by other names: 
Croatus de Croatia, lllyricus, Macedo. 
Virtually nothing'is known about his 
childhood and youth. We first learn about 
him after his arrival in Venice in 1516 to 
stay with the Grimani family, for which he 
designed seals and medals. Cardinal 
Grimani, who took him under his wing, was 
a connoisseur and keen collector of works 
of art. He often travelled to Rome to 
enlarge his private collection, taking with 
him the young Clovio, whom he found 
useful because, among other things, he did 


copies for him of Durer's etchings, an 
experience from which Clovio himself 
benefited. 

He began to do miniatures in Mantua, 
where he was a pupil of Giulio Romano, 
whose work he sincerely admired and to 
whom he was a loyal friend. It was there 
that he painted his first miniature, a 
portrait of the Virgin Mary (based on a 
work by A. Durer).

He returned to Venice in 1523, and in 
the following year he went to Hungary with 
Alberto da Carpi. He lived there at Ludwig 
ll's sumptuous court, doing small-scale 
paintings in tempera and lacqueur. 
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father’s name (if known) and their stock or country of 

origin. 

Particularly interesting was page 42 wherein she wrote: 

“The most elaborate ones (graves) belong to 
those in the Italian and the Yugoslavs. These early 
immigrants would have had seniority, and would 
have maintained and retained the best jobs, over 
the years. They were the first to come and thus 
had a foot hold in the best jobs in the mines. 

Their cemeteries also have a marked number of 
children’s graves with markers, which is probab¬ 
ly the best measure of affluence in the com¬ 
munity...” 

On page 44 it states: 

“Pride in heritage seems to have held up under 
the ravage of time. This remains a meaningful 
thing to those left in the population. You have no 
doubt of this when you start to read the markers. 
There are many references to the place of birth: 

Bom in Klana Istria, Austria 
Bom in Varazdin 
Bom in Finland 
Bom in Giavenna, Italy 
Bom in Gottenborg, Sweden 
Bom in Sundycreek, Penn. 

Bom in Dolnice 

Bom in Sheffield, England 

Bom in Mrkopalj 

etc. etc. 

The need to hold on to what they knew best is 
reflected in the uses of their native tongue of their 
home land. There are many written in Italian, 
Yugoslavia, Croatian, and one was noted in the 
Old City Cemetery, on its southeast comer, is 
written in Finnish. The Yugoslavian brought a 
custom, that was changed, somewhat, here in the 
new world. The Southern Slavs practiced a 
funerary art in the days, when as nomads, they 
first came to the Balkans and began peopling 
regions which bore the stamp of Hellenistic in¬ 
fluence and Roman occupation. The first 
decorated markers were wooden tombs, but later 
in the 14th and 15th centuries the funeral monu¬ 
ments were sculpted from stone. Most of these 
included a representation of the human figure. 

This folk art represented the dead and per¬ 
petuated theirmemory by detailing who and what 
they were in life. The use of everyday objects and 
factual (sic) characteristics were noted on the 
stones. The originality of this art is said to be 
beyond question, (footnote no. 69 - D. 
Stanimerovic, “Unusual Tombstone Art of 
Yugoslavia,” UNESCO Courier 27:17-20 Sp. 

’74.) The custom is carried over in the Roslyn 
Cemetery by the use of photography. The photos 
being placed on or embedded in the funerary 
markers of the dead. 


Some of these pieces are rather unusual. There is 
only one that is (sic) hand colored, that of Agata 
Lisac, dated 1918, in the Dr. Starkovick (sic) #2. 
There is one that shows a man as he was in life 
and a picture at the bottom of the stone shows him 
resting in his casket. This is also seen in #2..." 

I have included a picture from page 44 of “Visitor’s 
Guide”, Featuring Upper Kittitas County etc., published 
by the Northern Kittitas County Tribune. This page shows 
the layout of Roslyn Cemeteries. You will see the various 
sections denoting the name of the organizations or ethnic 
title. 

The Museum was easy to find, and Mrs. Ord was an eager 
historian of Roslyn. There was so much to see in the 
antiquated little building what with photos, materials, 
tools, utensils, artifacts, etc. We were so engrossed in all 
that we saw, and then when I saw photos with Slavic 
names, I became even more fascinated! That was where 
we learned about the cemetery and its intriguing history. 
How fortunate we were! My husband, Alex, was so 
intrigued with the cemetery and its location with the many 
trees shading the mountainside and the beauty and yes, 
even the peacefulness of it all. He even expressed a hint 
of desire to settle there. I am still not sure whether he 
meant in the cemetery or in the town of Roslyn. Ah well. 
I just hope he doesn’t expect too many long distance 
family visits if it is the cemetery. 

Well, enough of our trek to the northern country. We had 
a marvelous time with our very dear friends who tried 
vigorously to convince us to move to Toppenish. We met 
many new friends and saw so much beautiful country and 
interesting sights. I hope that you enjoyed reading about 
these few highlights of our vacation, though what we saw 
and experienced couldn’t possibly be fully described 
herein.
